Claim 8. (New) A wrench extension bar in combination with an adaptor comprising: 

an extension bar having a generally L-shaped handle at one end, a head portion with 
notches at an opposite second end, and a headblock formed adjacent said head portion 
towards said L-shaped handle; 

a detachable adaptor having a top surface and a bottom surface defining a flat portion 
and two curved end portions, the flat portion including two indented transverse openings 
extending through said surfaces, one of which engages said head portion allowing rotation of 
the adaptor about the head portion, said adaptor further including a slidable member received in 
a first longitudinal opening formed between the curved end portions, the slidable member 
having a concave face; 

whereby a handle of a wrench can be coupled with said extension bar by engaging the 
handle of the wrench with the curved end portions and the concave face and said adaptor is 
capable of rotating allowing the wrench to loosen or tighten nuts in hard to reach locations. 

Claim 9. (New) The wrench extension bar and adaptor as in claim 8 wherein said adaptor 
further includes a second longitudinal opening in the flat portion opposite the first opening for 
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receiving a bolt to engage the slidable member in adjusting a distance defined by said concave 
face and said curved end portions. 

Claim 10. (New) The wrench extension bar and adaptor as in claim 9, wherein said adaptor 
further includes a locking pin passing in a through hole in the slidable member and engaged 
with a slot formed in said bottom surface preventing rotation of the slide member. 

Claim 11. (New) The wrench extension bar and adaptor as in claim 10, wherein said 
adaptor further includes two longitudinal apertures formed in the flat portion each for receiving a 
compression spring and a ball bearing secured in place by a cap piece. 

Claim 12 (New) A wrench extension bar in combination with an adaptor comprising: 

an extension bar having a generally L-shaped handle at one end, a head portion with 
notches at an opposite second end, and a headblock formed adjacent said head portion 
towards said L-shaped handle; 

an adaptor defined by two detachable members/one of said members having an S- 
shaped form defining a top surface, a bottom surface and two inverted openings separated by a 
common wall, the top surface having a notch for detachably engaging the headblock, while the 
L-shaped handle is received in the opening between the top surface and the common wall; 

the other member having an inverted S-shaped form defining a top surface, a bottom 
surface and two inverted openings separated by a common wall, with a notch in the top surface 
for detachably engaging the head portion, while the L-shaped handle is received in the opening 
between the top surface and the common wall; 

whereby a handle of a wrench can be coupled with said extension bar by engaging the 
handle of the wrench with the respective other opening of each member defined by the 
respective bottom surface and the common wall.
